Social  Conditions. 

The  parishes  of  Skegby,  Teversal  and  Fulwood  are  on  the  extreme 
western  border  of  the  County,  and  form  the  centre  of  the  great  Midland 
coalfield.  The  parishes  of  Blidworth,  Heywood  Oaks,  Lyndhurst  and 
Sookholme  are  located  further  east.  They,  with  the  exception 
of  Sookholme,  are  situated  on  the  Bunter  sandstone.  This  area  forms 
a  part  of  one  of  the  finest  water-gathering  grounds  in  England.  In 
Blidworth,  new  collieries  have  been  sunk  and  the  district  is  changing 
from  a  rural  into  an  industrial  area,  and  is  increasing  rapidly  in  size. 

The  population  of  Skegby  parish  is  mostly  mining  and  is 
also  increasing  rapidly.  Lyndhurst,  Heywood  Oaks,  Sookholme  and 
Teversal  are  agricultural  areas,  although  100  miners’  houses  have  been 
recently  erected  in  Teversal.

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HOSPITALS. 

The  hospitals  most  popular  in  the  District  are  the  Nottingham 
Children’s  and  Nottingham  General  Hospitals,  and,  to  a  less  extent, 
Mansfield  Hospital. 

CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS  OF  SPECIAL  NOTE  WHICH 
HAVE  OCCURRED  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

26  cases  of  Smallpox  were  notified  in  the  district,  most  of  them 
being  in  Blidworth,  where  it  was  Epidemic  during  the  months  of 
February  and  March. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

Tuberculosis. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  referred  to  the  County  Tuberculosis 
Officer  at  Nottingham.  The  nearest  T.B.  Dispensary  is  at  Mansfield, 
and  sanatorium  treatment  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  the 
Ransom  Sanatorium,  near  Mansfield. 

Maternity. 

The  Skegby  Rural  District  Council  have  made  an  arrangement 
with  the  Mansfield  Hospital  whereby  this  hospital  takes  in  difficult 
maternity  cases  from  the  Skegby  Rural  District. 

Fever. 

The  North  Derbyshire  Hospital  Board  admit  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Diphtheria  into  their  infectious  hospitals  when  accommodation  is 
available.  In  the  event  of  the  North  Derbyshire  Hospital  being  unable 
to  admit  ordinary  infectious  cases  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
them  to  be  taken  to  the  Nottingham  City  Isolation  Hospital.  The 
Skegby  Council  also  have  an  agreement  with  Mansfield  Corporation 
whereby  cases  can  be  admitted  into  their  Fever  Hospital  in  an 
emergency. 

A  conference  of  Local  Authorities  in  the  neighbourhood  was 
convened  in  November  by  the  County  Council  in  an  endeavour  to 
improve  the  hospital  accommodation  in  this  part  of  Nottinghamshire. 
It  was  suggested  that  the  Borough  of  Mansfield,  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Sutton-in-Ashfield,  Mansfield  Woodhouse  and  Kirkby-in-Ashfield,  and 
the  Rural  Districts  of  Southwell  and  Skegby  should  form  a  Joint 
Hospital  Board.  The  County  Council  stated  that  they  would  draw  up 
a  scheme  and  put  it  before  the  different  authorities.  This  has  not  yet 
been  done. 
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Smallpox, 

Cases  of  Smallpox  are  sent  either  to  Spital  Hospital,  Chesterfield, 
under  the  North  Derbyshire  Hospital  Board,  or  to  the  Nottingham 
Smallpox  Hospital  at  Bagthorpe,  Nottingham. 

The  cost  to  the  Council  is  £4  4s.  Od.  per  case  per  week.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Motor  Ambulances  are  maintained  in  connection  with  the 
Fever  and  Smallpox  Hospitals.  A  fee  of  One  Guinea  is  payable  for 
the  use  of  the  Nottingham  Ambulance  for  infectious  cases. 

(b)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  motor  ambulances  are 
maintained  by  the  local  collieries.

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There  are  no  Day  Nurseries  or  School  Clinics  in  the  Skegby  Rural 
District  provided  by  the  County  Council.  The  nearest  Tuberculosis 
Dispensaries  are:  Goldsmith  Street,  Nottingham  (Wednesday,  10  a.m.) ; 
and  Church  Street,  Mansfield  (Monday  and  Thursday  at  1  p.m.  and  10 
a.m.  respectively). 

Venereal  Disease. — The  nearest  Treatment  Centres  for  this 
disease  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council  are  at  West  Hill 
House,  Mansfield,  and  35,  North  Church  Street,  Nottingham. 

Public  Health  Staff. 

The  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  consists  of : — 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  (whole  time) ; 

Sanitary  Inspector  (part  time). 

The  latter  has  the  C.R.S.I.  and  M.S.A.I.  diplomas. 

There  are  three  Health  Visitors  for  the  area,  i.e.,  Nurse  Edwards, 
who  does  the  health  visiting  for  the  Skegby  parish.  Nurse  Powell 
and  Nurse  Benson  do  the  health  visiting  in  Rain  worth  and  Blidworth 
respectively. 

The  District  Nursing  Associations  at  Blidworth  and  Rainworth 
receive  a  grant  of  £10  per  annum  for  the  work  done  by  these  Nurses 
as  Health  Visitors  for  Skegby  Rural  District  Council. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Nursing  is  not  provided  by  either  the  County  Council  or  the  Rural 
District  Council.  There  are,  however,  District  Nurses  in  Raimvorth, 
Blidworth  and  Skegby  areas,  paid  by  private  nursing  associations. 

Midwives. 

There  are  eight  practising  Midwives  in  the  district  (four  trained 
and  four  untrained).  These  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County 
Council. 

Chemical  Work. 

Five  samples  of  water  were  analysed  during  the  year.  Of  these 
three  were  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  York  Place, 
Manchester,  and  two  at  the  Public  Analyst’s  Laboratory,  67,  Surrey 
Street,  Sheffield. 
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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Adoptive  Acts  in  Force. 

1.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Skegby  Rural  Sanitary  Authority,  held  on  the 
7th  January,  1897,  a  Resolution  was  passed  adopting  the 
Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890  (53  and  54  Viet., 
c.  34),  within  their  District. 

Regulations  and  Bye-laws  in  Force. 

1.  23rd  Sept.,  1879 — Bye-laws  were  made  for  the  whole  District  with 

respect  to  Common  Lodging-houses,  Cleansing  of  Footways  and 
Pavements,  the  Removal  of  House  Refuse,  the  Cleansing  of 
Earth  Closets,  Privies,  Ashpits  and  Cesspools. 

2.  16th  Feb.,  1888 — Regulations  were  made  for  the  whole  District 

under  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  1886,  and  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order  of  1885  (now  revoked). 

3.  16th  June,  1892 — Hew  Scale  of  Charges  and  Regulations  were 

made  for  preventing  waste,  misuse  and  undue  consumption  or 
contamination  of  the  water  supply. 

4.  19th  September,  1896 — New  Bye-laws  were  made  for  the  whole 

District  with  respect  to  New  Streets,  Buildings  and  Nuisances. 

5.  29th  January,  1914,  17th  March,  1921 — New  Scale  of  Charges 

and  Regulations  were  made  for  preventing  waste,  misuse  and 
undue  consumption  or  contamination  of  the  water  supply. 

6.  5th  July,  1923— Regulations  were  made  for  the  whole  District 

with  respect  to  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

7.  12th  November,  1924 — Bye-laws  wrere  made  with  respect  to  Tents, 

Vans,  Sheds  and  similar  structures  used  for  human  habitation. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Skegby  Rural  District  receive  the  bulk  of  their  water  from  the 
adjoining  Urban  District  of  Sutton-in-Ashfield.  The  Skegby  Council, 
however,  supply  the  parish  of  Blidworth  from  their  own  well  sunk  in 
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the  vicinity.  The  parish  of  Rainworth  receives  its  water  from  the 
Rufford  Colliery.

As  mentioned  in  my  last  report 

it  is  a  matter  of  urgency  that 

Skegby  should  make  further  arrangements  to  receive  a  more  adequate 
water  supply  for  the  following  reasons : — 

1.  The  population  of  Skegby  is  increasing. 

2.  The  conversion  of  the  large  number  of  privy  middens  and  pail 

closets  in  a  district,  which  is  virtually  an  urban  one,  into 
water  closets,  is  essential  in  the  interests  of  public  health,  but 
until  more  water  is  forthcoming  it  is  impossible  to  do  this. 

3.  The  agreement  with  Sutton-in-Ashfield  in  regard  to  their  existing 

supply  is  due  to  terminate  in  1928. 


SEWAGE  WORKS. 

There  are  five  sewage  works  in  the  Skegby  sub-district.  These 
are  unsatisfactory,  with  the  possible  exception  of  one.  They  are  as 
follows : — 

Dawgate  Wood  Works. — These  works  are  situated  south  of  Skegby, 
lying  between  the  Great  Northern  Railway  and  a  brook.  They  deal 
with  the  sewage  from  the  village  of  Skegby  and  the  greater  part  of 
Stanton  Hill.  They  consist  of  a  settling  tank  and  11.888  acres  of 
land  for  irrigation  purposes. 

Meden  Bank  Works. — These  works  lie  to  the  west  of  Skegby.  They 
deal  with  the  sewage  of  a  portion  of  Stanton  Hill,  and  consist  of  two 
tanks  forming  a  high  and  low  level.  After  passing  through  the  works, 
the  sewage  is  discharged  on  to  the  land  and  finds  its  way  into  the 
river  Meden. 

Forest  Road  Works. — These  works  lie  1,500  yards  south  of  Dawgate 
Wood  Works  and  deal  by  gravitation  with  the  sewage  from  scattered 
groups  of  houses.  They  consist  of  a  small  tank  and  the  sewTage  is 
afterwards  treated  on  the  land  and  finds  its  way  into  a  small  stream. 
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Stoneyford  Bond  Works. — These  works  deal  with  the  houses  above 
Stoneyford  Road.  They  consist  of  a  small  tank  and  percolating  filter, 
and  are  the  most  satisfactory  of  the  five. 

Stoneyford  Farm  Works. — These  works  deal  with  the  sewage  from 
a  few  houses  in  Stoneyford  Road  which  lie  too  low  to  be  drained  to  the 
Stoneyford  Works.  They  consist  of  a  small  tank,  the  sewage  then 
being  discharged  on  to  the  land. 

New  sewage  works  are  being  put  up  and  will  take  the  sewage 
formerly  treated  at  these  five  obsolete  works  into  one  large  sewage 
plant  at  Dawgates  Wood.  The  construction  of  the  new  works  is  now 
in  progress.  The  cost  of  these  works  is  estimated  at  £17,000. 

Blidwortli. — A  new  sewage  scheme  for  Blidworth  has  received  the 
approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  This  has  become  an  urgent  matter 
owing  to  the  large  number  of  houses  which  are  being  erected  in  that 
village  by  the  Newstead  Colliery  Company,  who  have  recently  started  a 
new  colliery  there.  The  cost  of  these  works  is  also  estimated  at  £17,000. 

Bainworth. — The  sewage  from  this  village  is  treated  by  the 
Mansfield  Corporation  on  their  works. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  following  table  shows  the  approximate  number  of  each  type 
of  closet  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Eight  privies  and  pail  closets  were  converted  into  water  closets 
during  the  year. 

No  general  conversion  into  water  closets  can  be  carried  out  by  the 
Council  until  a  more  adequate  water  supply  is  available  for  the  district. 

Scavenging. 

In  Skegby  parish  this  was  by  contract  and  was  satisfactorily 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

In  Blidworth  the  work  is  done  by  owners  and  occupiers,  the  bulk 
of  the  work  being  carried  out  by  the  Rufford  Colliery  for  Rainworth, 
and  the  Newstead  Colliery  Company  for  Blidworth.  The  work  has 
been  satisfactorily  done,  but  owing  to  the  large  number  of  houses 
recently  built  in  this  area  it  is  essential  that  the  Council  should  arrange 
to  do  this  work  themselves. 
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HOUSING. 

General  Housing  conditions  in  the  area. 

The  general  standard  of  Housing  in  the  Skegby  area  is  on  the 
whole  satisfactory,  although  there  are  a  large  number  of  houses  which 
are  below  a  reasonable  standard. 

Measures  taken  to  meet  shortage. 

A  new  colliery  development  is  taking  place  at  Blidworth,  where 
the  Newstead  Colliery  Company  have  opened  a  new  coal  mine.  They 
are  building  500  houses,  and  expect  to  put  up  altogether  about  1,000 
in  the  next  few  years. 

At  Stanton  Hill,  in  Skegby,  the  Blackwell  Colliery  Company  have 
erected  120  houses,  and  in  the  adjoining  parish  of  Teversal  the  Stanton 
Coal  and  Iron  Works  are  building  100  houses. 

In  addition,  the  Skegby  Council  propose  to  build  64  houses  in  the 
next  two  years  in  Skegby  parish.

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  10  railway  coaches  and  eight 
huts  and  caravans  in  Skegby  parish. 

Over-crowding. 

Owing  to  the  recent  colliery  developments  at  Blidworth,  the 
population  is  increasing  rapidly  and  over-crowding  is  considerable. 
As  a  result  of  an  investigation,  it  was  found  that  there  were  58  over¬ 
crowded  houses  in  Blidworth  and  14  at  Rain  worth,  making  a  total  of 
72  houses  in  the  parish  of  Blidworth.  In  Skegby  parish,  56  houses 
were  found  to  be  over-crowded. 


Fitness  of  Houses. 

The  most  frequent  defects  found  were  : — Perished  brickwork  and 
defective  roofs,  spoutings,  floors  and  windows.  Three  parts  of  the  defects 
are  due  to  lack  of  proper  supervision  by  the  owners,  and  the  remainder 
due  to  the  neglect  of  the  tenants. 

Difficulties  found  in  remedying  unfitness. 

The  chief  difficulties  are  heavy  cost  of  building  materials  and 

t/  oo 

shortage  of  skilled  workmen. 

It  is  also  often  difficult,  particularly  in  outlying  villages,  to  find 
builders  who  will  undertake  repair  work ;  and  in  several  instances 
owners  who  have  placed  their  orders  with  builders  to  carry  out  repairs 
which  are  urgently  needed,  and  which  should  take  only  a  few  days, 
find  that  the  work  is  not  completed  for  several  months. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

The  Bye-laws  relating  to  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  are  not  satis¬ 
factory,  inasmuch  as  the  Local  Authority  has  no  power  to  say  where 
the  vans  should  be  established,  and  some  of  them  are  on  sites 
where  there  is  no  possibility  of  providing  proper  sanitary  conveniences, 
and  where  they  inevitably  become  a  nuisance  to  people  living  in  the 
neighbourhood.

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Smallpox. 

There  were  26  cases  of  Alastrim  in  Skegby  during  the  year,  17  in 
Blidworth  and  nine  in  Skegby.  Owing  to  the  mildness  of  the  disease 
it  was  very  difficult  to  control,  and  the  spread  was  further  facilitated 
by  the  low  proportion  of  vaccinated  children  in  the  district. 

The  total  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  by  me  during  the 
year  was  40  Primary  and  45  Re-vaccination. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

16  cases  occurred  during  the  year:  five  in  Skegby  parish,  seven  in 
Blidworth,  two  in  Teversal  and  two  in  Sookholme.  Removal  to 
hospital  was  carried  out  in  12  cases  where  conditions  were  not  satis¬ 
factory  for  home  treatment. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  whereas  formerly  parents  had  to  be  persuaded 
to  allow  removal  of  infectious  children  to  hospital,  they  now  welcome 
removal,  in  fact,  in  many  cases,  hospital  treatment  and  isolation  is 
asked  for. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year;  both  recovered.  They  were  the  last  two  cases  of  an  outbreak 
which  occurred  in  Stanton  Hill  towards  the  end  of  1924.  Of  the  13 
cases  that  were  notified  during  the  outbreak,  one  died. 

Diphtheria. 

Seven  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  as  compared  with  five 
during  1924.  There  were  no  deaths.  Anti- toxin  is  supplied  free  by 
the  Council  to  the  local  general  practitioners. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

One  case  was  notified  and  subsequently  died. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Two  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  being  the  same  as  1924. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  easily  preventable  of  all  diseases,  but  if  not 
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prevented,  or  if  treatment  is  delayed,  there  is  a  possibility  that  the 
child’s  vision  may  be  seriously  impaired.

Of  the  10  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  one  pulmonary  case  and  one 
tubercular  meningitis  case  were  not  notified. 

No  action  has  been  taken  during  1925  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  Section  62 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 

Disinfection. 

During  the  year  120  rooms  were  fumigated  and  84  bundles  of 
bedding  disinfected  where  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred,  and  in 
houses  where  there  were  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 
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INSPECTION  and  SUPERVISION  of  FOOD. 

Milk. 

The  analysis  of  milk  and  other  foods  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council,  but  in  September,  1925,  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation) 
Act  came  into  force.  Under  Sec.  4  of  this  Act,  if  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  any  local  authority  has  reason  to  suspect  that  Tuberculosis 
is  caused,  or  is  likely  to  be  caused,  by  the  consumption  of  any  milk 
that  is  being  sold,  he  shall  endeavour  to  ascertain  the  source  of  supply, 
and  on  ascertaining  the  facts  shall  forthwith  give  notice  of  them  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  in  which  the  cows  are  kept. 

No  milk  in  the  area  came  under  suspicion  as  a  cause  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  during  the  year. 

No  licences  were  granted  for  the  sale  of  graded  milk  during  the 
year  under  the  Special  Designations  Order,  1923.

Meat  Regulations. 


The  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924,  came  into  force  on 
April  1st,  1925,  and  have  considerably  increased  the  work  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

As  far  as  possible,  visits  are  made  to  the  slaughter-houses  weekly, 
at  the  regular  times  of  slaughtering,  and  also  to  all  emergency 
slaughtering  done  out  of  the  scheduled  time.  In  addition,  meat  in 
shops  and  vehicles  is  inspected  twice  a  week.  In  hot  weather  the  meat 
in  closed  vehicles  is  covered  by  muslin  cloths  to  keep  off  flies  and  dust. 


During  process  of  slaughter,  1,220  lbs.  of  beef  and  nine  ox  livers 
were  voluntarily  surrendered.  The  following  table  gives  the  total 
quantity  of  food  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  : —
